These were the students’ vol- 
unteer movement, the young people's 
movement, and the laymen’s mission- 
ary movement One hundred years 
ago three years ago this month a 
band of young men met in Williams 
town, N. Y., to discuss missionary 
work. They held their meetings in 
the shelter of a haystack. One hun- 
dred years later in tne same city 
four days’ inter-denominational mis- 
sionary meeting was held, and «4 
prayer meeting was held as nearly 9%» 
possible on the scene of the first hay 
stuck gathering. 

The laymen’s missionary movement 
had its origin three years ago at | 
meeting in Fifth Avenue Presbyteriar 
chureh, New York, when a number ef 
laymen got together and propose | 
such a plan. The evangelization ot 
the world in this generation was thx 
object proposed. The real birth of hy 
movement in Canada was at a prayer 
service in St. James schoolhouse on 
November 9, 1907. 

There was a great task ahead of 
the Christian churenes in the years 
to come. The foreign missionary 
movement had’ been going on for 


about 100 yoars, and the result was 
the conversion of 7,090,000 souls. It 
was estimated that 100,000,000 pro- 
ple were yet to be reached by the 
gospel. At present there were 15,000 
missionaries in the field, but tis 
number was entirely inadequate, It 


had been calculated that there must 
be at least 40,000 representatives 
preaching the gospel to the non-Chris 

tian world in order to reach all, anc 

an annual income for missions {
